On this annual meeting of thelegiflature it affords me 
much pleafure that I can with propriety congratulate 
you on the union and Harmony fo generally prevailing 
throughout the State. - eer ee. 


But while this affords great fatisfaction, and will bea 
ftrong refource in any events, the circumftances of our 
national affairs appear alarming in a high degree. When 
Т was firft honored with an appointment to the office I 
~ now hold, the condu& of a foreign nation towards our 

own was-fuch as to induce an apprehenfion that a refort 
to arms might become unavoidably neceffary. In the 
anfwer of the legiflature to my addrefs at that time will - 
be found the fentiments which then prevailed in this 
State. The government of the United States ardently 
` defirous of peace, attempted, and finally accomplifhed a. , 

treaty by which exifting difficulties were adjufted, and 
war avoided, - i. a 


^ Since that period another foreign nation with whom 
we were more particularly connected by treaties, and 
whofe profperity and happinefs was defired by almoft 
every citizen of the United States, has commited violent 
depredations оп our navigation and commerce. Its 
-agents and fome of its citizens who have been heretofore 
treated with much indulgence and attention in our coun- 
try have infulted the government, and endeavoured to- 
make а feparation between it-and the people by exciting 
fufpicions and jealoufies as to: the views and meafures of 
thofe who have been appointed to adminifter it.
